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PROFILE  :  MARY  I  TUDOR  1516-1558. 

Mary  Tudor,  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII  and  Catherine  of  Aragon,  was  born  at  Greenwich 
on  18th  February,  1516.  She  received  a  very  thorough  education  and  in  early  youth  showed 
a  remarkable  precocity,  being  a  particularly  accomplished  musician  ;  she  is  said  to  have  enter¬ 
tained  visitors  with  a  recital  on  the  virginals  at  the  early  age  of  four  years. 

Owing  to  Henry  VI II’s  marital  vagaries,  Mary’s  early  life  was  very  unhappy.  On  the 
birth  of  Anne  Boleyn’s  daughter,  she  was  forced  to  acknowledge  the  illegitimacy  of  her  own 
birth,  and  to  forgo  the  dignity  of  a  Princess. 

When  the  Act  of  Uniformity  was  passed  under  Edward  VI,  Mary,  who  was  a  devout 
Catholic,  insisted  on  celebrating  Mass  in  her  private  chapel,  and  when  ordered  not  to  do  so 
she  appealed  to  the  Emperor  Charles  V  for  protection  ;  he  lent  rather  ineffectual  support 
by  the  threat  of  war  with  England  if  her  religious  liberty  were  not  tolerated.  The  extreme 
Protestant  faction  of  Edward  Vi’s  Council,  however,  gained  their  ends,  and  Mary’s  leading 
supporters  were  executed  for  high  treason.  Lord  Dudley,  Duke  of  Northumberland, 
completely  swayed  the  Privy  Council  and  easily  inveigled  the  boy  king  into  approving  his 
plans  for  the  alteration  of  the  succession  in  favour  of  his  daughter-in-law,  the  ill-fated  Lady 
Jane  Grey.  On  Edwrard’s  death,  Dudley  took  such  drastic  measures  to  put  his  plans  into 
operation  that  Jane  was  actually  recognized  as  Queen  for  a  few  days,  and  Mary  flew  to  Norfolk. 
The  people,  however,  were  not  slow  to  recognize  her  indesputable  claim  to  the  throne,  which 
she  ascended  amid  great  rejoicing. 

She  was  noted,  contrary  to  popular  belief,  for  her  great  clemency  to  her  adversaries 
during  the  early  part  of  her  reign,  and  even  intended  to  pardon  Jane,  until  Wyatt’s  Insurrection 
took  place.  As  most  of  her  ministers  were  in  some  measure  implicated  in  the  conspiracy 
against  her,  she  came  more  and  more  to  rely  on  her  cousin,  the  Emperor  Charles  V,  whose 
son  Philip  she  determined  to  make  her  husband,  as  a  means  of  restoring  the  old  religion  in 
England  and  erradicating  the  stigma  of  illegitimacy. 

The  Commons  were  violently  opposed  to  the  marriage,  and  considered  that  it  would 
precipitate  England  into  the  arms  of  Spain.  When  it  was  realized  that  they  could  not  prevail 
against  Mary’s  determination  armed  rebellion  broke  out,  Suffolk  proclaiming  Jane  Grey  in 
Leicestershire,  and  Wyatt  raising  Kent,  the  latter  reaching  the  gates  of  the  capital  before  being 
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repulsed.  After  the  rebellion  had  been  quelled  Mary  married  Philip  to  the  great  dissatis¬ 
faction  of  the  country.  Spain  was  at  this  time  at  war  with  France,  and  a  year  after  the  marriage 
Philip  went  to  Brussels  where  he  received  the  governorship  of  the  Netherlands  and  later  of 
Spain  from  his  father.  He  returned  to  England  in  1557  and  committed  this  country  irrevocably 
to  a  war  against  Prance.  This  war  resulted  in  the  loss  of  Calais,  which  Mary  felt  so  deeply 
before  her  death.  Mary  was  not  a  cruel  woman  and  the  title  “  Bloody  ”  was  not,  as  is  commonly 
supposed,  deserved.  The  cruel  persecution  of  the  protestants  was  due  to  the  old  Heretic 
Law  being  revived  by  Parliament  and  carried  out  to  the  letter  by  the  government. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  cover  is  the  “  fine  ”  sovereign  of  thirty  shillings.  This  denomi¬ 
nation  was  struck  in  1553-4,  before  Mary’s  marriage.  The  other  coins  in  this  series  comprise 
the  half  fine  sovereign,  or  ryal,  of  fifteen  shillings  ;  the  angel  and  its  extremely  rare  half; 
the  groat  and  the  very  rare  halfgroat  and  penny.  These  last  three  coins  show  the  portrait  of 
Mary  in  profile.  After  Mary’s  marriage,  these  pieces  still  have  the  portrait  of  Mary  alone, 
but  with  the  addition  of  Philip’s  titles. 


The  shillings  and  sixpences  are  the  only  coins  showing  the  portrait  of  Philip,  which  is 
shown  facing  that  of  Mary.  This  gave  rise  to  the  popular  couplet  “  Still  amorous,  fond  and 
billing,  like  Philip  and  Mary  on  a  shilling.”

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THE  ROYAL  MINT. 

ITS  EVOLUTION  AND  DEVELOPMENT. 

By  H.  G.  Stride,  O.B.E. 

Chapter  III 

The  First  Stages  in  the  Reduction  of  the  Number  of  Mints. 

In  Domesday  many  references  to  mints  and  moneyers  are  found.  These  references  concern 
the  sums  payable  to  the  King  in  accordance  with  the  primary  object  of  Domesday  which  the 
Saxon  Chronicle  explains  as  follows 

In  1085  King  William  “  sent  his  men  throughout  England,  into  every  shire,  and  caused 
them  to  ascertain  how  many  hundred  hides  of  land  it  contained,  and  what  lands  the  King 
possessed  therein,  what  cattle  there  were  in  the  several  counties,  and  how  much  revenue  he 
ought  to  receive  yearly  from  each.” 

Of  the  mint  at  Bath  of  which  the  name  first  appears  on  the  coins  of  Alfred  Domesday 
notes  that  the  King  has  the  burg  and  the  mint  renders  100  shillings.  The  chronicles  report 
later,  about  1090,  that  William  II  by  charters  granted  “  to  God  and  the  Church  of  St.  Peter 
in  Bath  and  to  John  the  Bishop  and  to  his  successors  all  the  City  of  Bath  .  .  .  together  with 
the  mint  and  other  privileges.” 

Domesday  records  of  Chester,  of  which  coins  are  first  known  of  the  reign  of  Aethelstan, 
that  “  In  the  time  of  King  Edward  there  were  7  moneyers  in  the  city  who  paid  £7  to  the 
King  and  Earl,  beyond  their  firma  (rent),  when  the  money  (type)  was  changed.” 

In  1071  however  William  granted  unto  “  Hugh  D’Avranches  and  his  heirs  the  whole 
county  of  Chester,  to  hold  as  freely  by  his  sword  as  he  himself  held  England  by  his  crown.” 
At  the  time  of  Domesday  therefore  the  fees  of  the  mint  were  no  longer  included  in  the  King’s 
revenue. 

Of  Colchester  Domesday  records  that  “  in  the  Confessor’s  time  the  burgesses  farmed  it 
of  the  King  at  an  annual  payment  of  £15  5s  3d  which  included  a  sum  of  £4  from  the  moneyers. 
Now  the  burg  returns  £80  and  certain  customs  to  the  King  and  in  addition  to  this  the  burgesses 
of  Colchester  and  Maldon  render  £20  for  the  mint.” 

Of  Dorchester  it  is  stated  <c  that  in  the  time  of  the  Confessor  there  were  two  moneyers,  each 
of  whom  paid  1  mark  of  silver  to  the  King  (as  a  firma)  and  20  shillings  whenever  the  money 
was  changed.”  Coins  of  the  Norman  period  justify  the  assumption  that  two  moneyers 
continued  to  work  at  this  mint  after  the  Conquest  but  that  prior  to  Domesday  the  mint  and 
town  were  farmed  to  the  burgesses. 

From  Gloucester  the  King  had  £20  from  the  mint.  Under  the  Confessor  there  appear  to 
have  been  six  moneyers  employed  but  the  number  was  apparently  reduced  to  four  by  William  I. 

Some  interesting  details  of  the  monetary  system  prevailing  in  the  days  of  Edward  the  Con¬ 
fessor  are  given  in  the  Domesday  references  under  Hereford.  In  the  Confessor’s  time  “  there 
were  seven  moneyers  here.  One  of  these  was  the  moneyer  of  the  Bishop.  When  the  money 
was  renewed  (i.e.  the  type  changed)  each  of  them  gave  eighteen  shillings  for  receiving  the  dies, 
and  within  one  month  afterwards  each  of  them  gave  to  the  King  twenty  shillings  and  likewise 
the  Bishop  had  twenty  shillings  from  his  moneyer.  When  the  King  came  into  the  city  the 
moneyers  made  as  many  pennies  for  him  as  he  chose,  but  of  course  of  the  King’s  silver,  and 
these  seven  had  their  sac  and  soc.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  moneyer  of  the  King,  the  King 
had  a  duty  of  twenty  shillings  ;  but  if  the  moneyer  died  intestate,  the  King  had  all  his  effects. 
If  the  Sheriff  went  with  a  force  into  Wales,  these  men  went  with  him.  If  any  summoned  did 
not  go  he  forfeited  forty  shillings  to  the  King.” 

The  note  continues  that  “  now  the  King  has  the  city  of  Hereford  in  lordship.  This  city 
returns  to  the  King  sixty  pounds.”  This  means  that  some  time  prior  to  Domesday  the  King 
had  farmed  the  city  together  with  the  mint,  to  the  burgesses  at  a  rent  of  £60.  The  custom 
that  the  moneyers  of  Hereford  should  accompany  their  Sheriff  in  his  expeditions  into  Wales 
shows  that  they  held  their  office  by  special  military  service. 

Domesday  records  that  c<  in  the  Burg  of  Huntingdon  there  were  four  moneyers  paying  40s 
between  the  King  and  Earl,  but  now  they  are  not.”  At  the  time  of  the  Conquest  Huntingdon 
was  held  by  the  Saxon  Earl  Waltheof  but  having  conspired  against  the  King  he  was  executed 
in  1076.  The  Earldom  then  became  extinct.  Coins  of  Huntingdon  are  known  from  the 
time  of  Eadwig  and  coinage  continued  after  the  Conquest.  Domesday  explains  that  “  the 
burg  was  formerly  rated  for  a  fourth  part  of  the  Huntingstone  hundred  but  not  since  King 
William  laid  the  tax  of  the  mint  on  the  burg.”  This  means  that  the  King  had  farmed  the 
mint  to  the  burgesses  in  the  firma  (rent)  of  their  burg. 
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Of  Ipswich  it  is  recorded  “  And  the  moneyers  paid  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  £4  per 
annum  for  the  mint.  Now  they  ought  to  pay  £ 20 ,  but  in  the  course  of  four  years  they  have 
only  paid  £27.”  The  Ipswich  coins  of  the  Confessor  suggest  that  there  were  then  four 
moneyers  and  therefore  the  annual  fees  of  £4  mentioned  in  Domesday  represented  the  usual 
£\  per  head.  The  Conquest  fell  heavily  upon  Ipswich.  Its  firma  was  practically  doubled 
and  the  annual  fees  of  its  mint  were  raised  from  £4  to  £20. 

Concerning  Leicester,  “  From  the  moneyers  £20  per  annum  (credited)  at  20  (pennies) 
to  the  ounce.  From  these  £20  Hugh  de  Grantmesnil  has  the  tertius  denarius.”  A  grant 
of  the  tertius  denarius  of  the  pleas  of  a  County  constituted  an  earldom  with  all  its  almost 
sovereign  powers,  and  pro  rata,  a  grant  of  that  of  a  town  carried  with  it  all  the  minor  privileges 
annexed  to  the  lordship  of  the  burg,  and  the  invariable  rule  seems  to  have  been  that  when¬ 
ever  the  tertius  denarius  of  a  mint  town  existed  it  carried  the  mint  with  it. 

Lewes  was  one  of  the  towns  which  were  allowed  two  moneyers  under  the  Law  of  Aethelstan. 
This  was  a  royal  mint  and  the  moneyers  therefore  paid  their  fees  to  the  King.  Hence  Domes¬ 
day  records  that  under  the  Confessor  each  moneyer  paid  20s.  when  a  new  type  was  issued,  of 
which  the  Earl  however  had  the  tertius  denarius.  But  in  the  same  paragraph  it  is  recorded 
that  in  1086  the  town  “  is  worth  £34  and  for  new  money  112s.  of  which  William  de  Warren 
receives  the  tertius  denarius.”  During  the  reign  of  the  Confessor  at  least  four  moneyers 
and  possibly  six  were  in  office  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  each  paid  20s.  when  the  money 
was  changed.  As  in  the  case  of  Huntingdon  and  Dorchester  however  in  1086  “  King  William 
had  laid  the  tax  of  the  mint  on  the  burg  ”  and  Lewes  was  now  assessed  at  £34  in  ordinary 
years,  which  was  increased  by  £5  12s  in  the  years  when  the  money  was  changed. 

Lincoln,  which  was  the  capitql  of  the  Saxon  Earls  of  Mercia,  was  at  the  close  of  the  Saxon 
era  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  populous  cities  in  the  kingdom.  During  the  Confessor’s 
reign  not  less  than  ten  moneyers  were  working  concurrently.  Domesday  records  that  “In 
the  time  of  King  Edward  the  city  of  Lincoln  paid  £20  to  the  King  and  £10  to  the  Earl.  Now 
it  pays  £100  by  number  between  the  King  and  Earl.  But  the  mint  pays  £75.” 

At  Nottingham  a  mint  was  in  operation  during  the  reign  of  Aethelstan.  Ethelred  II’s 
money  also  bears  the  name  of  this  mint  and  it  was  continued  under  his  successors.  It  is 
learnt  from  Domesday  that  in  the  time  of  the  Confessor  the  mint  was  allowed  two  moneyers 
who  paid  40s  between  them  but  in  1086  the  Conqueror  had  increased  their  firma  to  £10. 
These  facts  show  that  Nottingham  was  then  a  Royal  mint. 

At  Wareham,  Aethelstan  established  a  royal  mint  and  assigned  to  it  two  moneyers.  Domes¬ 
day  notes  that  in  the  time  of  the  Confessor  there  were  two  moneyers  each  of  whom  paid  one 
mark  of  silver  to  the  King  (as  a  firma)  and  20  shillings  whenever  the  money  was  changed. 

According  to  Domesday  “  In  the  city  of  Worcester  King  Edward  had  this  custom.  When 
the  money  was  changed  (i.e.  a  new  type  issued)  each  moneyer  gave  twenty  shillings  to  London 
for  receiving  the  (new)  money  dies. 

From  these  extracts  it  appears  that  there  were  two  classes  of  mints  (a)  those  which  accounted 
for  their  rent  direct  to  the  Crown  and  were  probably  the  direct  concern  of  the  Crown  and  (b) 
those  which  were  farmed  to  the  burgesses  of  their  towns  and  for  which  the  rent  was  included 
in  the  annual  payments  of  the  borough  as  a  whole.  In  addition  there  were  grants  by  charter 
to  barons  or  ecclesiastics  of  the  right  of  having  a  moneyer  or  moneyers  in  any  place,  and  the 
profits  of  these  moneyers  were  then  retained  by  the  grantees  alone.  As  all  the  coinage  was 
struck  in  the  King’s  name  there  was  nothing  on  the  coins  to  distinguish  into  which  category 
the  mints  fell.  The  mints  were  still  subject  to  royal  control  and  provided  profits  to  the  Crown 
as  follows  : — 

(a)  Annual  payments  by  the  boroughs  (or  equivalent  authorities)  often  of  £1  per  moneyer 
for  the  privilege  of  retaining  the  profits  of  the  die  ;  this  was  described  as  the  firma  or  farm 
of  the  mint  ; 

(b)  charges  for  the  supply  of  new  dies  (as  opposed  to  the  farm  for  the  privilege  of  having 
a  die),  a  part  of  the  profit  of  which  directly  or  indirectly  went  to  the  Crown. 

In  some  cases  Domesday  records  the  moneyer  being  in  possession  of  a  house.  Thus  at 
Oxford  the  moneyer  Suetman  has  a  free  house  rated  at  forty  pence  ;  at  Wallingford  a  moneyer 
lias  a  house  free  so  long  as  he  works  at  the  mint  ;  at  York,  Nigellus  de  Monneville  has  one 
mansio  of  a  moneyer.  There  is  little  doubt  that  a  mint  in  those  times  consisted  merely  of  a 
moneyer  and  his  smithy  and  that  each  moneyer  worked  independently  of  any  other  moneyer 
in  the  same  borough.  The  moneyer  is  the  only  mint  official  referred  to  in  Domesday  although 
the  references  to  the  fees  payable  for  new  dies  when  a  new  type  of  money  is  introduced  indicate 
the  existence  of  a  central  die-engraving  department  in  London.  The  existence  of  such  a 
die  engraving  centre  is  confirmed  by  a  charter  of  Henry  I  directed  to  Maurice  Bishop  of 
London,  who  died  in  1107,  which  confirmed  to  Otto  Fitz  Otho  lands  held  by  his  father  and 
the  craft  of  the  dies.  Henry  I  in  confirming  the  privileges  of  a  mint  to  the  Abbot  of  Bury 
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St.  Edmunds  directed  the  writ  to  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  (as  the  Spiritual  Lord)  to  his  Justi¬ 
ciaries  or  Sheriffs  and  to  Otho  the  Goldsmith  of  London.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  1130  records 
the  murder  of  one  of  William  Fitz  Otho’s  men  in  Devonshire  (Otto  Fitz  Otho  having  died 
previously)  which  suggests  the  probability  that  he  was  there  distributing  dies.  In  the  forty- 
ninth  year  of  Henry  III,  Thomas  Fitz  Otho,  the  then  representative  of  the  family  successfully 
petitioned  the  King  in  the  Court  of  the  Exchequer  for  the  return  of  the  old  and  broken  dies 
as  his  perquisite,  alleging  that  they  belonged  to  him  of  right  and  inheritance  and  that  his 
ancestors  had  been  accustomed  to  have  them.  The  engraving  of  the  dies  was  therefore  a 
hereditary  monopoly  held  by  the  family  of  the  goldsmith  Otto.  According  to  Domesday 
Otto  the  goldsmith  held  Gestingthorp  in  Essex  with  one  or  two  other  small  tenancies  under 
the  King.  He  also,  in  conjunction  with  William  the  Chamberlain,  held  some  lands  in  Suffolk 
or  Cambridgeshire  as  Steward  for  the  King.  He  was  however  a  famous  goldsmith  and  made 
ornaments  for  the  tomb  of  the  Conqueror  at  Caen.  There  is  little  doubt  that  this  Otto  was 
the  father  of  Otto  Fitz  Otho  and  was  therefore  responsible  for  the  engraving  of  dies  for  the 
coins  of  William  the  Conqueror. 

Theodoric  the  goldsmith  also  occurs  in  Domesday  amongst  the  King’s  thanes  and  servants. 
He  held  Kennington,  in  Surrey,  besides  four  manors  in  Berkshire  and  three  in  Oxfordshire  ; 
but  he  had  also  held  Kennington  in  the  time  of  the  Confessor  ;  and  the  same  was  the  case 
with  one  of  the  Berkshire  and  two  of  the  Oxfordshire  manors.  Thus  he  was  settled  and  well- 
to-do  before  the  Conquest  and  his  position  was  not  apparently  inferior  to  Otto.  It  is  evident 
that  he  must  have  rendered  some  service  both  to  the  Confessor  and  also  to  the  Conqueror  but 
Otto’s  possessions  were  ail  of  them  grants  from  the  Conqueror.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume 
therefore  that  Theodoric  had  been  Edward’s  Cuneator  or  die-engraver  and  that  at  the  time 
of  William’s  arrival  he  was  well  advanced  in  life  but  continued  to  occupy  his  office  for  the 
first  ten  or  twelve  years  of  the  new  reign  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Otto. 

A  further  diminution  in  the  number  of  mints  appears  to  have  taken  place  during  the  reign 
of  Henry  I  as  no  coins  are  extant  of  twelve  of  the  establishments  worked  by  his  predecessor. 
In  the  foundation  charter  of  Reading  Abbey,  however,  granted  by  Henry  I  in  1125,  a  mint 
and  one  moneyer  was  amongst  other  privileges  granted  to  the  monastery.  This  privilege 
was  exchanged  a  few  years  later  for  the  use  of  a  moneyer  at  London  and  Roger  Bishop  of 
Salisbury,  as  “  Chief  Justiciary  of  all  England,”  was  authorised  by  writ  of  the  King  to  allocate 
one  of  the  royal  moneyers  of  London,  namely  Edgar,  to  coin  and  hold  an  exchange  there 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Abbot.  In  the  reign  of  Ethelred  II  a  royal  mint  had  been  established 
in  the  burg  of  Reading  but  shortly  afterwards,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  destruction  of  the  town 
by  the  Danes  in  1006,  it  was  discontinued.  After  the  gradual  recovery  of  the  town  the  mint 
was  revived  in  the  days  of  the  Confessor,  but  was  finally  abolished  at  the  Conquest. 

Two  other  mints  opened  at  Pembroke,  whose  moneyer  Gillopatric  is  mentioned  in  the 
Pipe  Roll  of  1130  as  paying  four  pounds,  and  at  Carlisle.  Carlisle  had  been  devastated  by 
the  Danes,  who  left  it  a  heap  of  ashes  and  ruins,  and  it  was  not  till  1092  that  the  city  was 
refounded.  In  1122  Henry  I  ordered  a  wall  to  be  built  round  the  town  and  the  Pipe  Roll  of 
1130  notes  that  “  Carlisle  is  in  the  Royal  Manor.  The  burgesses  are  allowed  £14.  16s.  6d.  and 
£6.  2s.  Od.  towards  building  the  wall  round  the  town.”  At  this  time  the  only  coins  available 
for  the  whole  of  Northumbria  were  those  from  the  mint  at  York  ;  and  York  then  had  only  two 
moneyers  as  compared  with  seventeen  in  the  early  part  of  the  Confessor’s  reign  and  eleven 
in  the  first  half  of  the  Conqueror’s  reign.  Accordingly,  the  Dialogue  of  the  Exchequer,  a 
description  of  the  organisation  of  the  Exchequer  written  c.  1176-9,  explains  “  Certain  counties 
from  the  time  of  King  Henry  I  and  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  II,  could  lawfully  offer  for 
payment  (in  taxes)  coins  of  any  kind  of  money  provided  they  were  of  silver  and  did  not  differ 
from  the  lawful  weight ;  because  indeed  by  ancient  custom  not  themselves  having  moneyers, 
they  sought  their  coins  from  all  sides  ;  such  are  Northumberland  and  Cumberland.” 

About  1130  silver  and  lead  mines  had  been  discovered  at  Alston  near  Carlisle  and  the 
coinage  of  the  Carlisle  mint  was  closely  linked  with  the  output  of  these  mines  for  Erebald  or 
Erembald  the  moneyer  was  also  the  lessee  of  the  silver  mines. 

Henry  I  also  restored  the  right  of  coining  to  the  Abbot  of  St.  Edmundsbury  or  as  it  is  now 
called  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  The  grant  of  one  moneyer  to  the  Abbot  by  the  Confessor  was 
confirmed  by  William  I  and  William  II  but  early  in  Henry’s  reign  a  dispute  had  arisen  owing 
to  the  King’s  refusal  to  recognise  the  appointment  of  the  Abbot  and  to  grant  the  temporalities. 
In  1106  however  concord  was  established  and  a  writ  was  granted  as  follows  : — 

“  A  writ  to  Herebert  Losinga,  Bishop  of  Norwich  (as  Spiritual  Lord)  to  Roger  Bigot  (as 
the  King’s  Administrator  of  East  Anglia),  R.  Passelawe  (as  Sheriff  of  East  Anglia)  and  Otho 
Goldsmith  of  London  (the  cuneator) ;  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  King  granted  that  St. 
Edmund  should  have  his  moneyer  within  his  vill,  with  all  the  privileges  of  a  mint,  in  like 
manner  as  he  had  it  in  the  time  of  the  King’s  father,  and  in  like  manner  as  the  King’s  brother 
had  granted  it  to  him  by  his  writ.”

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SYMBOLS  AND  SIGNS  ON  MODERN  CHINESE  COINS.

16. — On  coins  struck  and  circulated  in  China  one  finds  an  emblem  which,  originally,  was  not 
related  to  China.  Reference  is  here  made  to  the  hammer  and  sickle,  the  international  com¬ 
munist  emblem.  Such  designs  were  not  used  in  China  after  the  country  went  “  red,”  i.e. 
after  1949,  for  no  metallic  money  was  then  (at  least  not  until  June,  1954)  produced  by  the 
Chinese  communists.  These  coins  were  struck  in  the  years  1932  to  1934,  at  a  period  when 
the  Chinese  communists  were  being  attacked  by  the  Nationalist  army  under  General  Chiang 
Kai-shek,  and  when  they  were  constantly  kept  on  the  move.  They  had  no  fixed  abode  and 
wrere  constantly  kept  on  the  “  go.”  It  is  therefore  surprising  to  see  that  they  did  produce 
and  circulate  a  fairly  large  quantity  of  silver  and  copper  coins,  all  of  which  showed  the  com¬ 
munist  symbol,  plus  communist  slogans  in  the  Chinese  language.  In  silver  only  the  dollar 
and  the  20  cents  piece  is  known  to  exist ;  copper  coins  were  produced  in  denominations  of 
100,  200  and  500  cash,  all  with  the  hammer  and  sickle.  (See  Kann,  800-808). 


17.  — The  first  republican  silver  coins,  dated  first  Year,  depict  in  the  center  of  their  reverse 
the  Chinese  character  in  seal-script  for  “  Han,”  the  dynasty  (b.c.  206-a.d.  220)  of  which  they 
are  very  proud,  so  that  a  Chinese  calls  himself  “  Han  Jen,1'''  a  man  from  Han.  This  inscription 
is  surrounded  by  18  circlets,  and  these  latter  symbolize  the  18  provinces  of  the  country.  (See 
Kann,  775-789). 

18.  — The  lion  symbolizes  energy,  valor  and  mastery.  While  stylized  lions  are  often  met 
on  coins  of  Tibet,  they  are  rarely  seen  on  Chinese  coinage.  There  is  one  piece,  existing  in 
silver  and  also  in  copper,  dated  first  Year  of  the  republic,  showing  on  the  reverse  two  crossed 
five-barred  flags.  The  specimen  is  of  20-cents  size,  but  divulges  no  denomination.  The 
obverse  is  covered  with  a  stylized  lion,  standing  in  the  clouds.  (See  Kann,  794).

19.  — The  German  Eagle  was  the  imperial  crest  until  1919.  By  a  sheer  act  of  unprovoked 
aggression  the  Germans  occupied  the  district  of  Kiaochow  in  Shantung,  with  the  port  of 
Tsingtao,  nominally  under  a  lease  from  China.  This  happened  in  1898.  Upon  the  out¬ 
break  of  world  war  I  the  Japanese  besieged  Tsingtao  and  took  the  entire  area  from  the  Germans. 
In  1922  it  reverted  once  more  to  China.  In  1909  the  Germans  issued  two  nickel  pieces,  in 
denominations  of  5  and  10  cents.  The  obverse  displayed  a  legend  in  Chinese,  while  the 
reverse  was  covered  by  the  German  Eagle,  then  the  symbol  of  the  mailed  fist.  (See  Kann, 
872-873). 

20.  — The  British  Crest.  In  1867  the  British  mint  at  Hongkong  produced  two  values  in  silver, 
namely  a  2-mace  and  a  1-tael  piece.  These  were  submitted  to  Peking  for  government’s 
consideration  and  scornfully  refused.  While  the  reverse  displayed  a  dragon  on  the  tael 
piece,  plus  four  Chinese  characters,  signifying  :  1  Shanghai  tael,  the  reverse  depicted  the 
royal  British  crest,  plus  the  royal  motto  :  Honi  soit  qux  mal  y  pense.  The  2-mace  specimen 
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was  still  more  un-Chinese.  Its  obverse  showed  a  large  British  decoration,  while  the  reverse 
displayed  the  royal  British  crown.  The  mere  thought  to  present  such  designs  to  the  Chinese 
authorities  for  acceptance  as  Chinese  money,  was — to  say  the  least — ridiculous.  These 
essay  pieces  were  entirely  unacceptable  to  a  sovereign  state.  The  few  pieces  that  were  struck, 
as  far  as  they  did  not  find  their  way  to  a  small  number  of  collections,  were  hastily  destroyed. 
Yet  they  are  still  eagerly  sought  after  by  manv  of  the  numismatists  interested  in  China.  (See 
Kann,  911-913). 

21. — The  Pavilion.  When  General  Hsu  Shih-chang  assumed  the  presidency  of  China  in 
1918,  a  special  dollar  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  event.  The  obverse  showed  His 
Excellency’s  bust.  The  reverse  depicted  a  Chinese  pavilion  in  a  garden.  The  four  Chinese 
characters  mean  in  translation  :  “  Benevolence  increased  with  advanced  age.”  (See  Kann, 
676).  Another  dollar  with  a  pavilion  exists,  namely  the  one  issued  as  an  essay  in  1949  in 
Kweichow  (see  Kann,  758). 

The  foregoing  enumeration  seemingly  exhausts  the  naming  of  symbols  or  emblems  on 
Chinese  coins,  at  least  as  far  as  China,  proper,  is  concerned.  It  now  remains  to  complete 
this  study,  by  adding  the  “  signs  ”  which  are  typical  to  Chinese  coinage.  Here  it  is  necessary 
to  freely  confess  that,  at  least  in  certain  instances,  it  is  difficult  to  determine  where  the  notion 
of  “  symbol  ”  ends  and  where  the  idea  of  “  sign  ”  begins.  This  hurdle  applies  to  the  very 
first  attempt  to  differentiate.  It  is  planned  to  select  as  the  next  subject  the  notion  of  “  flag.” 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  flag  is  a  symbol  or  emblem.  Yet,  it  is  of  such  a  concrete  nature 
that  it  might  correctly  be  classified  as  “  sign.”  With  this  apologetic  argument  let  us  proceed 
further. 
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22. — Chinese  flags.  The  first  national  flag,  depicting  the  dragon,  was  created  in  1862  by  the 
Ta  Ching  Government.  Seemingly,  however,  no  coinage  appeared  with  that  emblem. 

The  first  republican  flag  was  created  in  1911  and  maintained  until  1927.  It  consisted  of 
five  vertical  bars  of  equal  width,  each  one  having  a  different  color,  namely  in  the  following 
order  : 

Han,  or  the  Chinese  race  ; 

Manchu  ; 

Mongol  ; 

Mohamedan  ; 

Tibetan.

At  the  beginning  of  the  revolution  (which  took  place  on  October  10,  1911),  a  special  revo¬ 
lutionary  army  flag  was  created  for  military  use.  Its  background  was  bright-red.  In  the 
center  wras  a  black  circular  area,  surrounded  by  9  dumbclls  ;  the  latter’s  central  handles  were 
black,  while  the  (18)  heads  of  the  dumbclls  were  blue,  representing  China’s  18  provinces. 
The  red  background  signified  blood,  or  sacrifice.  The  black  stood  for  iron  will.  The  blue 
handles  of  the  dumbclls  were  intended  to  represent  the  Chinese  people. 

However,  when  General  Chiang  Kai-shek,  in  1927,  undertook  the  unification  of  China, 
the  original  republican  flags  were  discontinued  and  replaced  by  designs  which,  many  years 
before  the  foundation  of  the  republic,  were  held  in  readiness.  Mr.  Fan  Shao-han,  in  1934, 
gave  the  following  explanation  of  the  symbolic  meaning  of  the  new  republican  flags.6  The 
Kuo  Min  Tang  party  flag  had  a  deep-blue  background.  In  its  center  is  the  white  sun,  encircled 
by  12  white  rays.  The  Chinese  republican  National  flag  is  bright  red  ;  its  left-hand  upper 
quarter  is  filled  with  the  Kuo  Min  Tang  (Nationalists)  party  flag,  as  just  described. 

The  brilliant  light  is  representative  of  the  source  of  the  people’s  material  goods,  health  and 
prosperity.  And  as  the  sun  shines  on  the  good  and  the  evil  without  differentiation,  so  the 
sun  of  the  flag  stands  for  democracy  and  equality  within  the  country.

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The  12  rays  represent  the  duodenary  group  of  characters  in  the  60-year  cycle  ;  and  as 
these  continually  repeat  their  minor  cycle  every  12  years,  they  are  considered  as  going  on 
endlessly.  Just  as  the  sun  is  the  center  of  the  celestial  system,  so  it  is  that  the  theory  of  the 
Three  Principles,  as  announced  by  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen,  is  the  central  factor  in  the  world’s 
governmental  theories.

The  revolutionary  army  flag,  crossed  with  the  five-barred  republican  flag,  is  seen  on  a 
Chang-T so-lin  essay  dollar  (Kann,  688).  The  Kuo  Min-tang  flag,  crossed  with  the  Chinese 
republican  national  flag,  is  depicted  on  various  20-cents  silver  coins,  as  for  instance,  on  Kann, 
types  711,  718.  Once  again,  the  crossed  Kuo  Min-tang  party  flag  and  the  republican  national 
flag  are  found  on  the  one  dollar  piece  of  1929  ( Sun  Yat-sen  essay),  topping  the  globe  (Kann, 
610),  on  the  Yunnan  20-cent  piece,  (Kann,  772),  on  the  Yunnan  half-dollar  of  1932  (Kann, 
771).  The  revolutionary  army  flag,  crossed  with  the  5-barred  republican  flag,  is  reproduced 
on  the  commemorative  dollars  of  Tsao  Kung  (Kann,  677  and  678),  on  the  Hunan  dollar  of 
1922  (Kann,  763)  ;  also  on  the  Sun  Yat-sen  20-cent  piece  of  1912  (Kann,  601),  on  a  Fukien 
20-cent  coin  of  1927  (Kann,  712).  The  five-barred  republican  flag  alone  appears  on  the 
Yunnan  5  and  10-cent  nickels,  (Kann,  820-821). 

Chinese  republican  flags  are  very  prolific  on  republican  coppers,  where  the  Kuo  Min  Tang 
star  alone  is  also  met  with  frequently. 

23. — Chinese  Junks.  The  home-built  wooden  sailing  vessel  of  medium  size,  supplied  with 
either  two  or  three  main  sails,  and  showing  often  large  eyes  painted  on  each  side  of  the  fore¬ 
part.  These  junks  in  their  peculiar  shape  are  typically  Chinese  and  distinctly  picturesque. 
Chinese  junks  were  crossing  the  seas  many  hundred  years  ago  ;  they  continue  their  sailings 
to-day,  almost  in  their  original  prehistoric  shapes.  As  a  typical  Chinese  object  the  junk  at 
sea  was  chosen  for  embellishment  of  Chinese  silver  dollars  and  fractional  coins,  issued  during 
the  republican  regime. 


The  junk  design  almost  invariably  forms  the  reverse  side  of  Chinese  silver  pieces,  where 
the  obverse  is  occupied  by  an  effigy  of  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen.  (See  Kann’s  catalog  614-617VI, 
622-630,  634-635). 

24. — Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen's  iVlausoleum.  Another  typical  “  sign  ”  on  Chinese  republican  coins 
is  found  on  an  essay  1 -dollar  piece  of  1927,  showing  on  the  obverse  Dr.  Sun’s  en  face  bust, 
while  the  reverse  displays  Dr.  Sun’s  Mausoleum  in  the  Nanking  mountains,  wfith  the  setting 
sun.  This  excellently  engraved  coin  was  designed  by  R.  Placht  of  the  Vienna  mint,  but  it 
never  entered  circulation.  Dr.  Sun  died  in  1925.  (See  Kann,  type  609).

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  I  would  be  grateful  if  you  could  tell  me  what  changes  in  the  composition  of  English 
silver  coins  have  taken  place  during  the  last  200  years. 

A.  1.  Silver  coins  from  Elizabeth  I  until  the  second  issue  of  George  V,  1920,  were  struck 
from  silver  925  thousandths  fine,  the  alloying  material  being  copper.  In  1920,  the 
price  of  silver  rose  to  7/6d  a  fine  oz.,  which  was  considerably  higher  than  5/6d.,  i.e. 
the  value  of  the  ounce  of  silver  coin.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  the  precious  metal  for  coinage  to  500  parts  in  1000,  the  remainder  being  alloy,  the 
choice  of  which  was  left  to  the  Royal  Mint  for  technical  reasons.  At  first,  this  50% 
alloy  was  made  up  of  40%  Cu.  and  10%  Ni.,  but  as  nickel  and  silver  do  not  mix  very 
well,  there  were  many  difficulties  particularly  during  the  cooling  of  the  ingots,  this 
alloy  was  not  successful  and  the  coin  presented  an  unpleasant  appearance  when  worn. 

The  next  alloy  to  be  tried  contained  5%  of  Manganese.  Although  the  technical 
difficulties  resulting  from  this  mixture  were  less  than  in  the  case  of  the  Ag-Ni  alloy, 
there  was  still  trouble  mostly  due  to  the  hardness  of  the  alloy. 

An  attempt  to  employ  50%  Cu  and  50%  Ag.  was  abandoned,  due  to  the  reddish 
tinge  on  the  coin. 

Eventually,  in  1927  the  quartenary  alloy  consisting  of  50%  Ag.  40%  Cu.  and  5% 
Ni.  and  5%  Zn.  was  adopted.  This  composition  was  used  until  1947,  when  the  Cupro- 
Nickel  coinage  was  introduced.  This  alloy  consists  of  75%  Cu.,  25%  Ni. 

Q.  2.  I  have  a  halfcrown  of  1949  wffich  seems  genuine,  but  the  milling  only  extends  over 
half  the  edge.  Has  this  any  value  ? 

A.  2.  This  is  due  to  the  blank  being  incorrectly  positioned  on  the  lower  (obverse)  die,  causing 
the  blank  to  “  spread  ”  over  the  top  of  the  collar  which  impresses  the.  milled  edge. 

Unlike  badly-printed  stamps,  mis-struck  coins  have  only  very  little  commercial  value.

Excavations  in  Norwich.  Recent  excavations  in  Norwich  near  the  old  city  wall  at  Barn 
Road  have  revealed  the  protective  boundaries  of  a  Saxon  village  which  may  well  have  been  the 
original  community  of  Westwick,  outside  the  confines  of  North  wick,  or  Norwich  as  we  know 
it  today. 

Investigations  two  years  ago  into  the  construction  of  the  old  city  wall  at  this  point  gave 
reasons  for  the  belief  that  there  had  been  an  earlier  occupation  than  that  which  gave  rise  to 
the  building  of  the  city  wall  in  1294. 

All  the  evidence  pointed  to  the  wall  having  been  constructed  on  foundations  cut  into  an 
earth  bank  thrown  up  for  the  protection  of  a  community  which  established  itself  at  this  point 
before  Norwich  put  up  its  own  defences. 

Important  among  the  finds  are  two  pieces  of  Anglian  pottery  of  a  date  not  later  than  the 
sixth  century,  a  square-headed  Pagan  Saxon  bronze  brooch  and  a  silver  memorial  coin  of  the 
time  of  St.  Edmund. 

In  the  large  collection  of  Saxon  and  medieval  pottery  which  has  been  carefully  preserved, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  local  workmen  recruited  for  the  excavations,  are  fragments  of 
Thetford  ware  from  the  fillings  of  the  city  well,  dating  from  a  period  prior  to  the  Conquest 
and  up  to  the  time  of  the  building  of  the  Norwich  wall. 

The  Pagan  Saxon  brooch  and  the  St.  Edmund  coin  have  been  sent  away  for  cleaning  and 
will,  it  is  expected,  eventually  find  their  way  to  Norwich  Castle  Museum  as  illustrations  of  the 
history  of  Norwich  and,  possibly,  of  the  original  Westwick. — Eastern  Daily  News,  25  May. 

Old  Coins  Found.  More  than  100  British  and  foreign  silver  coins  have  been  found  in  a 
small  earthenware  craggan,  or  pot,  near  Lews  Castle,  Stornoway,  by  John  Angus  Graham, 
aged  15,  a  junior  navigation  pupil  at  Lews  Castle  Technical  College.  Many  of  the  coins 
appear  to  be  Swedish  and  they  seem  to  be  of  the  late  seventeenth  or  early  eighteenth  century. 
— Glasgow  Herald,  27  May. 

Crumlin  farmer  finder  may  regain  George  III  coins.  How  a  Glenavy  farmer,  George 
Stanley  M’Clure,  found  32  George  III  gold  guineas  and  half-guineas  when  removing  a  built-in 
cupboard  in  his  home,  on  Easter  Monday  last  was  described  by  him  at  a  treasure  trove  inquest 
on  the  coins  held  in  Crumlin  yesterday. 

The  coins  were  almost  in  mint  condition  and  dated  from  1766  to  1794.  Twenty-eight 
were  guineas  and  four  half-guineas. 
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The  verdict  of  the  jury  confirmed  that  Mr.  M’Clure,  Tullynewbane,  Glenavy,  had  found 
the  coins  and  that  the  owner  was  unknown.  Consequently  they  become  the  property  of  the 
Queen.  The  coins  will  be  retained  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  until  it  is  decided  whether  to 
return  them  to  the  finder  or  reward  him  up  to  the  present-day  value  of  the  coins — over  £100. 
Mr.  F.  G.  MacNiece,  for  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  made  it  clear  that  the  inquest  was  not  a 
contest  between  Mr.  M’Clure  and  the  Crown  for  possession  of  the  coins. 

After  the  inquest,  Mr.  M’Clure  said  that  if  they  were  returned  to  him  they  would  be  loaned 
for  exhibit  in  Belfast  Museum. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Jope,  lecturer  in  archaeology  at  Queen’s  University,  said  that  he  had  analysed 
two  of  the  coins  and  found  them  to  be  gold.  Mr.  W.  A.  Seaby,  Director  of  the  Belfast  Museum 
and  a  noted  authority  on  coins,  said  these  coins  were  almost  certainly  hidden  in  the  18th 
century.  In  1820  when  the  monetary  system  was  remodelled  on  the  £  earlier  coinage  was 
called  in  for  melting  down.  He  thought  it  very  unlikely  that  a  hoard  of  this  nature  would  be 
retained  in  circulation  until  the  middle  or  late  19th  century. — Northern  Whig ,  26  May. 

25s  Mine  Detector  Reveals  History.  A  war  surplus  mine  detector — bought  for  25s. — 
is  being  used  to  help  archaeologists  on  the  site  of  the  Roman  fortress  at  Ancaster,  Lincolnshire. 

It  belongs  to  Charles  Moulton,  33-year-old  stationmaster  at  Ancaster,  and  a  Territorial 
Army  instructor,  who  has  already  found  nearly  30  Roman  coins  with  the  detector. 

Mr.  Moulton  thinks  that,  with  his  discoveries  over  the  past  10  months,  he  will  be  able 
by  Christmas  to  build  a  scale  model  of  the  fortress  through  which  Ermine-street  passed — a 
thing  never  before  attempted  by  an  amateur. 

Mr.  Moulton’s  finds  have  included  skeletons,  exceptionally  well-preserved  pieces  of  Roman 
armour,  armourers’  tools,  two  classes  of  pottery  and  a  quantity  of  tiling  believed  to  have  sur¬ 
rounded  the  baths  and  toilet  accommodation  at  the  fort. 

With  his  mine  detector,  Mr.  Moulton  believes  that  he  has  done  more  in  a  short  space  of 
time  than  has  ever  been  achieved  in  that  area. — Lincolnshire  Echo ,  22  May. 

Henry  VI  coins  unearthed.  A  number  of  silver  coins  unearthed  by  a  mechanical 
excavator  at  Park  Road,  Middlesbrough,  are  thought  to  be  between  400  and  500  years  old. 

The  Museum’s  Curator  (Mr.  M.  Shepherd),  reporting  yesterday  to  the  Middlesbrough 
Libraries  and  Museums  Committee,  said  the  coins  were  found  two  feet  beneath  the  surface 
at  a  point  where  it  is  believed  there  was  once  a  footpath  from  Middlesbrough  to  Linthorpe. 
The  coins,  he  added,  were  not  rare.  They  include  Henry  VI  pennies  and  Henry  VIII  groats 
and  half-groats. —  Yorkshire  Post,  15  June. 

New  Money  from  the  Mint.  The  total  output  of  the  Royal  Mint  during  1953  was 
just  over  456  million  pieces,  of  which  222  million  were  for  the  United  Kingdom,  109  million 
were  for  overseas  territories  within  the  Commonwealth  and  125  million  for  foreign  adminis¬ 
trations.  The  United  Kingdom  share  of  the  output  was  therefore  just  under  one  half,  a  great 
contrast  with  1952,  when  91  per  cent,  of  the  total  output  of  488  million  pieces  went  overseas. 

The  higher  proportion  of  home  coinage  in  1953  was  due  mainly  to  the  large  and  persistent 
demand  (which  still  continues)  for  shilling  and  sixpenny  pieces,  of  which  denominations  130 
million  were  struck.  The  use  of  these  coins  in  place  of  pennies  to  operate  slot  machines, 
particularly  gas  and  electricity  meters,  is  responsible  for  their  popularity  and  scarcity.  It  is 
estimated  that  175  million  shillings  are  permanently  immobilised  in  pre-paid  gas  and  elec¬ 
tricity  meters,  and  this  number  is  likely  to  increase.  In  consultation  with  the  banks,  the 
programme  of  the  Royal  Mint  for  1954  has  been  framed  to  meet  expected  requirements  of 
these  two  coins. 

The  year  1953  saw  the  first  issue  of  United  Kingdom  coinage  bearing  the  effigy  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  Nearly  6  million  Coronation  crown  pieces  and  1J  million  sets  of  the  new  coinage 
(from  the  farthing  to  the  halfcrown)  were  issued  to  meet  the  requirements  of  those  who  wished 
to  retain  1953  coins  as  souvenirs  of  the  Coronation  and  of  the  new  coinage.  In  addition, 
the  special  requirements  of  collectors  were  catered  for  by  the  issue  of  specially  struck  specimen 
sets,  which  were  eagerly  sought  by  coin  collectors  from  all  over  the  world  ;  40,000  of  these 
specimen  sets  were  issued  later  in  1953.  They  require  such  careful  handling  throughout 
manufacture  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  meet,  with  this  type  of  set,  demands  for 
which  the  larger  numbers  of  ordinary  sets  and  ordinary  crown  pieces  were  intended. 

Coins  of  the  new  reign  were  also  struck  for  Fiji,  Jamaica,  Malaya,  Mauritius,  New  Zealand, 
Seychelles  and  Southern  Rhodesia.  Amongst  these  were  commemorative  crown  pieces  for 
New  Zealand  and  Southern  Rhodesia — in  the  first  case  for  the  royal  tour  and  in  the  second 
for  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Cecil  Rhodes. 

The  medal  department  was  busy  producing  besides  a  variety  of  other  medals,  the  pre¬ 
sentation  medals  for  the  Coronation,  for  the  royal  tour,  and  for  the  Korean  campaign. — West 
Sussex  Gazette ,  3  June. 
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Our  1954  coinage  appears  to  have  been  issued  only  for  the  use  of  the  present  generation 
or  the  life  span  of  the  present  Monarch.  We  ourselves  know  well  enough  who  Elizabeth  the 
Second  is,  and  what  country  she  rules,  but  a  time  will  come  when  coins  will  be  the  main  link 
with  the  past,  and  the  people  of  that  time,  if  they  can  read  Latin,  will  find  out  that  in  1954  a.d. 
Elizabeth  II  was  Queen  of  some  country  and  the  Defender  of  some  Faith,  and  that  is  all  the 
information  they  will  get.  After  the  britt  of  several  reigns  we  got  br  which  was  scanty 
enough,  but  even  that  has  gone  from  the  current  issue. — Joseph  Wright.

Luckiest  men  at  Nottingham  High  School’s 
annual  “  bread,  cheese  and  ale  ”  ceremony  today  were  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Mary’s, 
Mr.  H.  J.  Henson  and  Mr.  G.  Hatherley. 

They  were  paid  in  real  George  IV  groats  or  4d.  pieces  for  their  attendance  at  the  service 
in  commemoration  of  the  school  founder.  Dame  Agnes  Mellers. 


Unluckiest  was  the  Archdeacon  of  Nottingham  (the  Venerable  J.  H.  L.  Phillips).  He  got 
nothing  because  he  was  honest  enough  to  admit  :  “  I  was  not  there  the  whole  time  !  ” 

Canon  R.  H.  Hawldns,  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  was  handed  two  shillings  by.  the  headmaster 
of  the  High  School  (Mr.  Kenneth  Imeson)  for  conducting  the  service  and  for  his  “  lights 
then  burning,”  the  Lord  Mayor  got  6d.,  as  did  the  Dean  of  Rochester,  whilst  the  aldermen, 
the  Lord  Mayor’s  sergeant  and  others  attending  the  service  at  St.  Mary’s,  4d.  each.  All  these, 
however,  w’ere  paid  in  modern  coinage. — Nottingham  Evening  News,  16  June. 


Exhibition  at  Warwick  of  Old  Coins.  On  show  at  the  County  Museum,  Warwick, 
are  200  ancient  coins  and  tokens  which  tell  an  interesting  chapter  in  the  history  of  Warwickshire. 

The  exhibition,  which  has  been  loaned  to  the  museum  until  October,  forms  part  of  the 
private  collection  of  Mr.  B.  W.  Hunt,  of  Erdington,  Birmingham,  a  member  of  Birmingham 
Archaeological  Society.  Most  of  the  exhibits  were  minted  at  Warwick,  Tamworth  or  Coventry. 

The  mint  in  Warwick,  operated  between  a.d.  975  and  1154.  The  Tamworth  mint  was  in 
existence  from  925-940,  and  1135-1145,  while  the  mint  at  Coventry  had  a  brief  existence  of 
only  three  months  for  the  minting  of  fourpenny  groats  in  1465.  [Also  half-groat,  and  gold 
ryal  and  half-ryal,  Ed. j. 

In  the  17th  century  there  was  a  shortage  of  small  change.  Early  traders  overcame  the 
problem  by  having  their  own  tokens  made. 

There  are  202  different  known  types  of  tokens  in  Warwickshire  and  about  1 18  of  them  are 
shown  in  Mr.  Hunt’s  collection,  one  or  two  of  which  had  not  previously  been  recorded  or 
listed. — Coventry  Evening  Telegraph,  16  June 


WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

A  Private  Museum  Breaks  Up.  Major  J.  C.  Moutray,  of  Favour  Royal,  Co.  Tyrone, 
who  died  a  year  or  two  ago,  had  what  was  reputedly  the  largest  private  military  museum  in 
the  British  Isles.  Its  contents  were  sold  by  auction  in  Dublin  in  May,  and  according  to 
the  auctioneers’  announcement  comprised  medals,  cross-belt  plates,  gorgets,  badges  of  all 
types,  sabretaches,  weapons,  uniforms,  headgear,  cigarette  cards  of  military  subjects  and 
other  articles  of  military  interest,  together  with  a  collection  of  gold  coins. 

The  Moutray  Collection.  Major  Moutray,  resident  in  Ireland  and  a  former  officer 
of  the  Connaught  Rangers,  naturally  concentrated  his  collecting  on  items  from  Irish  regiments, 
regular  and  non-regular,  but  had  many  most  interesting  specimens  from  English,  Scots, 
Welsh  and  even  East  and  West  Indian  units.  The  highlights  of  the  medal  collection  were 
two  Peninsular  Gold  Medals,  one  to  Major  Joseph  Thompson  of  the  88th  Foot  who  was  killed 
at  Badajos,  and  the  other — for  Salamanca  with  two  bars  for  Vittoria  and  Nivelle — to  Major 
Thomas  Lloyd  of  the  94th  who  was  killed  at  Nivelle.  The  latter  was  accompanied  by  a 
small  gold  presentation  casket,  some  3\  by  2  inches,  presented  by  the  officers  of  the  94th  in 
token  of  affectionate  memory,  presumably  to  Lloyd’s  family.  There  was  one  V.C.,  that 
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awarded  to  Serjeant  James  McGuire  of  the  1st  Bengal  European  Fusiliers  for  bravery  at 
Delhi  on  14th  September,  1857.  This  was  not  accompanied  by  his  Mutiny  medal  and  any 
others  he  may  have  had.  As  might  be  expected,  there  were  a  fine  lot  of  Connaught  Rangers’ 
medals,  88th  and  94th  Foot,  one  with  as  many  as  eleven  bars  and  at  least  two  with  ten  bars. 
Medals  to  other  Irish  regiments,  and  to  Irishmen  who  served  in  other  units,  included  three 
for  Scinde  to  the  22nd  Foot ;  and  some  fine  Army  of  India — two  with  three  bars  Asseerghur, 
Argaum,  Gawilghur  (J.  Rea  and  J.  Ford,  both  Rangers) ;  a  Kirkee  and  Poona  (T.  Butler, 
Bombay  European  Regt.) ;  and  Nepaul  to  24th  Foot.  There  were  some  nice  Victorian 
D.C.M.s.,  always  a  collectors’  favourite — to  a  drummer  of  the  Inniskilling  Fusiliers  (1899), 
to  one  of  the  Munsters  for  Umbeyla,  1863,  to  Henry  Forrestall  of  the  18th  Royal  Irish  for  the 
Crimea,  and  to  a  lance-corporal  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Fusiliers  for  South  Africa  1899-1902. 
About  a  dozen  lots  of  Irish  Volunteer  and  Militia  medals  included  some  of  considerable  local 
importance,  and  this  section  of  the  auxiliary  forces  was  well  represented  in  other  parts  of  the 
collection — badges,  belt-plates  (a  wonderful  lot)  and  other  uniform  items.  We  noted  also  a 
specimen  of  the  scarce  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  “  Reward  of  Merit  ”,  given  to  Constable 
James  O’Connell  and  inscribed  “  Castle  Martyr  1867  ” — an  award  which  has  had  little  written 
about  it.  Finally  mention  may  be  made  of  a  life-size  dummy  of  a  private  of  the  Connaught 
Rangers,  c.  1815,  complete  with  replica  of  uniform,  accoutrements,  etc.,  and  original  musket, 
which  though  not  included  in  the  auction  was  offered  for  sale  by  private  treaty. 

Who  has  the  most  Letters  ?  Ever  since  the  note  with  the  above  heading  appeared  in 
the  Bulletin  for  August,  1953,  we  have  been  looking  out  for  someone  (other  than  a  member 
of  the  Royal  Family)  who  is  entitled  to  put  more  than  six  groups  of  letters  after  his  or  her 
name — excluding  “  PC.”  for  Privy  Councillor,  “  A.D.C.”  and  academic  degrees.  The  search 
has  been  unsucessful  and  as  no  reader  has  come  forward  with  an  example  of  seven  or  more 
the  conclusion  seems  to  be  that  none  at  present  exists.  But  some  striking  sets  of  initials 
have  come  to  notice.  Worthy  of  special  note  is  Marshal  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  Lord  Newail, 
G.C.B.,  O.M.,  G.C.M.G.,  C.B.E.,  A.M.,  whose  combination  of  the  Order  of  Merit  and  the 
Albert  Medal  must  surely  be  unique. 

A  Home  Guard  Medal  ?  The  February  issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Military  History 
Society  forecasts  the  institution  of  a  Home  Guard  Medal  in  the  near  future,  but  at  the  time 
of  writing  (mid-June)  no  official  notification  has  appeared.  According  to  the  Bulletin,  it 
will  be  given  for  12  years’  service  in  the  Home  Guard  (only),  war  service  counting  double. 
Thus  a  man  who  joined  the  Local  Defence  Volunteers  in  the  beginning  and  remained  in  the 
Home  Guard  until  1945,  would  only  have  to  serve  two  years  more  in  the  present  Home  Guard 
to  qualify — and  probably  quite  a  number  have  already  done  more  than  a  year  in  the  new  corps. 
Forecasts  of  the  design  are  included,  but  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  await  the  Royal  Warrant. 
There  is  still  no  news  of  a  Civil  Defence  Medal,  but  it  seems  likely  that  this  is  one  of  the  many 
things  connected  with  this  service  which  are  under  reconsideration. 

John  Brown’s  Medals.  From  the  same  source  we  note  an  article  describing  and  illus¬ 
trating  the  medals  of  John  Brown,  Queen  Victoria’s  personal  servant,  who  began  as  a  stable 
boy  at  Balmoral  in  1849  and  remained  in  the  royal  household  until  he  died  in  1883.  His 
medal  for  faithful  service  in  the  Household  is  of  the  ordinary  pattern  in  silver,  with  a  bar  for 
10  years  additional  service,  but  additionally  he  had  a  possibly  unique  variant.  It  is  struck 
from  the  same  dies  as  the  Royal  Household  Medal,  but  in  gold,  with  edge  engraved  “  Victoria 
Devoted  Service  Medal,  1872,”  and  on  the  reverse  appears  “  To  John  Brown,  Esq.,  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  Presence  of  Mind  and  Devotion  at  Buckingham  Palace,  February  29th,  1872.” 
This  was  the  date  on  which  Brown  seized  an  armed  assailant  who  approached  the  Queen’s 
carriage,  and  held  him  until  help  arrived.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  any  other 
awards  of  the  Victoria  Devoted  Service  Medal  were  made. 

New  Fire  Brigade  Medal.  A  Royal  Warrant  issued  on  June  1st  institutes  a  new  award 
to  be  known  as  the  Fire  Brigade  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal,  applicable  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  including  the  Isle  of  Man  and  the  Channel  Islands.  It  will  bear  Her 
Majesty’s  effigy  on  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse  will  show  two  firemen  handling  a  hose  with 
the  words  “  For  Exemplary  Fire  Service.”  The  ribbon  is  red  and  yellow.  A  condition  of 
the  award  is  that  the  issue  and  wearing  of  existing  long-service  medals  granted  by  local  authori¬ 
ties  shall  be  discontinued.  Information  at  present  available  does  not  make  it  clear  whether 
the  Auxiliary  Fire  Services  and  other  “  non-regular  ”  firemen  will  qualify. 

More  New  Medals.  The  fact  that  no  change  was  made  in  the  designation  of  the  King’s 
Police  and  Fire  Service  Medal  after  Her  Majesty’s  accession  evidently  foreshadowed  the 
innovations  published  in  a  Royal  Warrant  of  June  4th.  Two  new  awards  are  to  take  its  place, 
the  Queen’s  Police  Medal  and  the  Queen’s  Fire  Service  Medal,  each  in  two  categories  for 
gallantry  and  for  distinguished  service  respectively.  The  persons  eligible  will  be  British

subjects  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands  and  Isle  of  Man,  and 
Protectorates  and  Commonwealth  territories. 

Crimea  V.C.  for  Museum.  A  Press  report  of  14th  June  states  that  the  V.C.  awarded 
to  Sgt.  John  Coleman  for  gallantry  in  the  Crimea  has  been  placed  in  the  Museum  of  the 
Queen’s  Own  Royal  West  Kent  Regiment  at  Maidstone. 

Henry  Hartigan,  V.C.,  9th  Lancers.  (See  Bulletin,  1953,  pp.  197,  244).  He  died  at 
Barrackpore,  near  Calcutta,  on  29th  October,  1886,  aged  66.  His  rank  is  given  as  sergeant 
on  his  tombstone,  which  was  erected  by  his  widow.  {List  of  Inscriptions  on  Tombs  or  Monu¬ 
ments  in  Bengal ,  by  C.  R.  Wilson,  1896,  p.  163). 

First  Award  of  New  Medal.  What  seems  to  be  the  first  award  of  the  new  Queen’s 
Police  Medal  for  Gallantry  was  announced  on  15th  June.  It  was  posthumous,  and  the 
recipient  was  Mr.  Peter  Humphrey  Dene,  D.F.C.,  district  commandant  of  the  Kenya  Police 
Reserve,  who  died  of  wounds  received  last  December  in  action  against  a  Mau  Mau  gang. 
Presumably,  however,  the  new  medal  will  not  be  restricted  to  posthumous  awards,  as  its  pre¬ 
decessor  the  King’s  Police  and  Fire  Services  Medal  for  Gallantry  has  been  for  the  last  few  years 

READERS’  PROBLEMS. 

61.  What  qualifications  did  Mercantile  Marine  personnel  need  to  qualify  for  the  Victory 
Medal,  1914-18  ?  {The  regulations ,  as  quoted  in  Dorli?ig’s  Ribbons  and  Medals,  make  eligible 
Mercantile  Marine  officers  and  men  serving  under  special  Naval  engagements  {Form  T.  124  and  its 
variants ,  including  77299)  in  H.M.  ships  of  war  and  Commissioned  Fleet  Auxiliaries.

NUMISMATIC 

Royal  N.S.  In  his  Presidential  Address  to 
the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  on  June  16th, 
Professor  Michael  Grant  spoke  of  the  excep¬ 
tional  esteem  in  which  the  study  of  coins  was 
held  in  Britain  during  the  seventeenth  and 
early  eighteenth  centuries.  A  Royal  collection 
was  established  under  James  I  and  VI,  two 
of  whose  coins  are  shortly  to  be  presented  by 
the  Society  to  its  Patron  the  Queen,  for  the 
jubilee  of  its  Royal  Charter. 

At  the  same  period  scholars  in  other  fields, 
such  as  William  Camden  and  John  Speed, 
were  prominently  illustrating  coins  in  their 
books.  Early  in  the  eighteenth  century, 
leading  literary  figures,  too,  including  Joseph 
Addison  and  Alexander  Pope,  composed 
dialogues,  editorials  and  poems  on  the  same 
theme.  Then,  a  little  later,  John  Pine  estab¬ 
lished  an  excellent  precedent  by  accompanying 
his  editions  of  Latin  poets  with  numerous 
illustrations  of  coins. 

Professor  Grant  concluded  by  suggesting 
that  the  study  of  coins  will  best  prosper  if  it 
can  again  be  made  to  seem  stimulating  in 
varied  non-specialist  circles,  and  that  this  is 
one  of  the  tasks  in  which  members  of  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  have  assisted  and 
can  further  assist,  by  explaining  the  techni¬ 
calities  of  their  subject. 

British  N.S.  The  ordinary  meeting  was 
held  at  6  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  26th  May,  with 
Mr.  E.  J.  Winstanley,  President,  in  the  chair.

Two  heavy  groats  of 
Henry  VI  unpublished  by  Whitton,  one  as 
Whitton  28D  but  reading  A  divto  ex,  and 
the  other  as  Whitton  83e  but  reading  frand, 
and  a  London  light  groat  of  Edward  IV 
apparently  as  Blunt  and  Whitton  VII  but 
mm.  crown  on  obv.  only  and  other  differences. 

(e)  By  Mr.  Whitting.  Byzantine  treinisses 
restruck  on  brockages. 

Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  read  a  note  on  the  1954 
Yearby  (Redcar)  Treasure  Trove  recently  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  British  Museum  for  examination 
and  publication.  After  a  brief  indication  of 
the  contents  of  the  hoard  which  appears  to 
have  been  deposited  c.  1697  and  which  was 
composed  of  more  than  a  thousand  silver 
coins  from  the  reigns  of  Edward  VI,  Mary, 
Elizabeth,  James  I,  Charles  I  and  II,  James 
II  and  William  III,  the  speaker  discussed 
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seventeenth  century  techniques  of  striking, 
and  suggested  that  a  surprisingly  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  early  milled  coins  were  in  fact 
restruck  brockages.  In  the  discussion  that 
followed  and  which  was  often  lively,  Mr.  A. 
Baldwin  urged  caution  in  accepting  novel 
theories  and  wondered  with  other  members 
whether  some  apparent  overstruck  brockages 
were  not  the  result  of  other  causes.  Mr.  Ashby 
stressed  the  success  of  Charles  II  in  calling 
in  the  coinage  of  the  Protectorate  as  exempli¬ 
fied  by  the  presence  of  only  one  Common¬ 
wealth  coin  in  the  hoard,  and  wondered 
whether  the  Commonwealth  might  not  have 
attempted  to  do  the  same  with  the  provincial 
issues  of  Charles  I.  Mr.  Spink  reverted  to  the 
question  of  the  overstriking  of  brockages,  and 
announced  his  intention,  with  Mr.  Baldwin, 
of  accepting  Dr.  Kent’s  invitation  to  visit  the 
Museum  and  inspect  alleged  examples  in  the 
National  Collection.  Messrs.  Doubleday  and 
Linton  both  thanked  the  speaker  for  an 
unusually  stimulating  paper  opening  up  so 
much  new  ground. 

Bath  and  Bristol  N.S.  At  Bristol  Uni¬ 
versity  on  April  2nd,  Mr.  Peter  Spufford  gave 
a  lecture  on  “  Sources  of  Gold  in  the  18th 
Century.”  He  was  introduced  by  the  Acting 
Chairman,  Mr.  A.  C.  Griffin. 

Mr.  Spufford  did  not  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  18th  century  but  covered  the 
English  gold  coinage  from  1660  to  1816  and 
explained  the  gradual  change  from  a  silver 
standard  to  a  gold  standard.  The  main 
sources  of  gold  were  from  re-coinage  of  w’orn 
and  clipped  pieces,  gold  supplied  direct  to 
the  mint  by  the  Royal  Africa  Company  and 
Brazilian  gold  reaching  the  mint  through  the 
agency  of  the  Bank  of  England. 

Light  weight  gold  pieces  were  a  continual 
source  of  trouble  and  such  loss  of  weight  was 
not  always  due  to  natural  wear.  The  speaker 
quoted  the  case  of  a  bank  clerk  named  Guest, 
who  in  1767  invented  an  ingenious  machine 
for  putting  false  edges  on  guineas.  Guest 
would  select  unworn  guineas  from  his  till 
and  after  filing  off  the  existing  graining  would 
put  on  fresh  edges  with  his  machine,  returning 
the  coins  to  his  till  the  next  day.  The  filings 
obtained  by  this  illegal  homework  were  cast 
into  ingots  which  were  handed  in  as  bullion 
at  the  mint.  Suspicions  were  aroused  when 
Guest,  either  through  greed  or  carelessness, 
put  new  edges  on  worn  pieces.  Subsequentlty 
large  quantities  of  impurities  were  found  in 
some  of  his  ingots.  He  was  arrested  and 
eventually  paid  the  penalty  at  Tyburn. 

The  speaker  gave  statistics  of  the  amounts 
of  gold  coinage  issued  in  respective  years  and 
traced  the  effect  of  wars  on  the  supply  of  gold 
bullion.  He  also  mentioned  the  large  quantities 
of  foreign  gold  pieces  in  general  circulation  at 
the  time  and  concluded  his  lecture  by  explain¬ 
ing  the  reasons  for  the  issue  of  half,  third  and 
quarter  guineas.  After  disposing  of  questions. 


Mr.  Spufford  exhibited  a  tray  of  gold  pieces 
to  illustrate  his  lecture. 

The  third  Hobbies  Exhibition,  sponsored 
by  the  Rotary  Club  of  Bath,  was  held  at  Bath 
from  March  31st  to  April  3rd.  The  Society’s 
exhibit  consisted  of  a  selection  of  English 
crowns,  half-crowns,  shillings  and  sixpences, 
Bath  and  Bristol  18th  and  19th  century  tokens, 
Royalist  badges,  coin  scales,  tribute  money  of 
the  Bible  and  a  selection  of  coins  from  the 
hoard  found  at  Farmborough,  near  Bath,  on 
May  8th,  1953.  Copies  of  Simon’s  Petition 
crown  and  Rawlins’  Oxford  crown  were  in¬ 
cluded  among  the  crown  pieces  shown. 

Attendance  figures  are  not  yet  available  but 
it  seems  that  last  year’s  figure  of  13,000  will 
definitely  be  exceeded.

Lancashire  N.S.  The  Annual  General 
Meeting  was  held  in  Manchester  on  Thursday, 
May  6th,  1954. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  formal  business, 
the  President  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on 
the  metals  used  for  coinage,  the  incidence  of 
such  metals  in  nature  and  the  methods  used 
over  the  centuries  to  extract  and  prepare 
metal  suitable  for  casting  and/or  striking  into 
coins.  To  illustrate  his  remarks,  Professor 
Thompson  brought  along  a  wide  range  of 
specimens  showing  the  various  forms  in  which 
these  metals  occur  in  nature. 

The  Tyneside  N.S.  At  the  May  meeting 
the  speaker  was  Mr.  T.  F.  Hunter,  Chairman 
of  the  Society,  who  gave  a  talk  entitled  “  An 
Introduction  to  Numismatics.” 

Mr.  Hunter  covered  the  full  period  of  coin¬ 
age,  touching  upon  the  methods  of  barter 
previous  to  the  earliest  known  issues  of 
Ancient  Greece  and  Rome  and  tracing  the 
descent  of  coinage  through  the  ages,  and,  in 
fact,  gave  a  very  illuminating  introduction  to 
the  science  of  numismatics  which  was  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all  present,  as  were  the  specimens 
on  show,  including  a  stater  of  Aegina,  the  aes 
grave  of  Rome,  and  several  specimens  of  the 
English  coinage. 

Meetings  of  the  Society  are  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  evening  in  the  month  from 
September  to  May,  and  anyone  interested  is 
invited  to  communicate  with  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Corbitt,  F.R.N.S.,  at  the  Black 
Gate  Museum,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  1. 
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Kent  N.S.  At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Maid¬ 
stone  Museum,  Mr.  V.  J.  Newbury  spoke  on 
“  Tokens  of  the  Seventeenth  century  ”  which 
he  illustrated  by  specimens  of  his  collection. 
He  also  gave  some  interesting  details  of  the 
tradesmen  who  issued  them,  and  showed 
pictures  of  some  of  the  inns  where  the  tokens 
were  used.  Mr.  Bridge  exhibited  a  coin  of 
Elizabeth,  Empress  of  Russia,  and  one  of 
Menelik  of  Abyssinia,  Mr.  J.  P.  Dadd  a  gold 
crown  of  Henry  VIII  and  Jane  Seymour,  Mr. 
Lock  several  coins  including  a  tine  gun-money 
crown,  Mr.  V.  J.  Newbury  17th  century 
tokens,  and  Mr.  Warriner  an  East  African 
coin  of  Edward  VIII.  Messrs.  D.  Spink  and 
C.  Lusted  were  elected  members  of  the 
Society. 


The  Yorkshire  N.S.  At  an  ordinary 
meeting  on  June  12th,  Mr.  A.  E.  Bagnall  gave 
a  talk  on  “  Elizabeth  I  and  her  Coinage.”  He 
referred  to  Queen  Elizabeth’s  dress  and  jewels 
as  depicted  on  her  coins,  and  gave  a  detailed 
description  of  the  coins  and  mint  marks  of  the 
reign.  The  speaker  gave  details  of  milling  as 
introduced  by  Eloye  Mestrell  and  illustrated 
the  talk  with  his  own  excellent  collection, 
which  includes  a  Pudzey  sixpence  and  an 
Edward  VI  testoon  countermarked  (by 
Elizabeth)  with  a  greyhound  behind  the  king’s 
head,  thus  being  revalued  at  2Jd.  Mr.  G.  W. 
Bower  exhibited  a  threefarthing  piece.
